W ashington City, J an. S.—The debate 
in the senate yesterday on the silver ques­ 
tion was very uninteresting, as a general 
thing . All the old arguments pro and 
con were made to do duty again, and few 
new points were evolved from the brains 
of the senators. 
Daniel tbbk the oppor­ 
tunity of quoting a prediction made by 
Ingalls some years ago. 
In referring to 
Morrill’s prophecy Tuesday of a very brief 
honeymoon between senators from the sil­ 
ver states and Democratic senators, Dan­ 
iel said that if length of courtship was 
a ny security for the happiness of marriage, 
the union which took place Monday was 
oue that had been preceded by as long a 
courtship as in the famous scriptural in- 
ftance of J acob and Rachel. 
Twelve years 
Bgo the senator from Kansas (IngaUa)fehad 
prophesied that the day was not far dis­ 
ta nt when the community of interest be­ 
tween the agricultural and producing sec­ 
tions of the south and west would bring 
into harmonious relations those great por­ 
tions of the country in self defense of their 
interests and for the promotion of their 
general welfare against the aggressions of 
monopoly. 
And Here You Are, Mr. Ingalls. 
And now the senator from Kansas (In­ 
galls) witnessed what he had predicted 
twelve years ago—the drawing together of 
men by that most stable and permanent 
tie, the tie of conviction and of patriotism. 
There never had been a vote oast in the 
senate which more thoroughly represented 
the temper of the public mind and the 
majority of the suffrages of the people 
than that vote in which the senate de­ 
clared that it would proceed to the consid­ 
eration of the financial measure. 
In criticism of Sherman’s speech of Mon­ 
day, Daniel said that if he were at­ 
tempting to make a syllabus of it, he 
would state the condensed analysis of it 
somewhat thus: 
“ First—I am opposed to 
the free coinage of silver, because it will 
inflate the currency. 
Second—1 am op­ 
posed to the free coinage of silver because 
it will contract the currency.’’ 
Other 1*.dnt» from the Debate. 
Danicd said that more silver meant more 
gold, and in proof of this cited the fact 
that there was more gold in the country 
now than when the Bland bill was passed. 
He also quoted Thurlow Weed as holding 
tha t when the national debt was created 
the cheapness of silver was anticipated as 
an easy means of redeeming the bonds, as 
it was known then that new mines were 
being rapidly developed. 
Plumb devoted 
his speech to a demonstration that, finan­ 
cial legislation had never disturbed the 
equity of contracts, “ certainly not in favor 
of the debtor,” and that such legislation 
had never contributed to an unsafe condi­ 
tion of things. 
The last silver act had 
prevented a universal panic. 
A good deal 
of capital was made of the failure of the 
predictions of disaster if the Bland bill 
passed, made by Sherman and others. 
Opposition to the l.oinl Scheme. 
The silver senators were oppose« ! to the 
whole bill, and especially to the bond por­ 
tion, which they said would increase the 
national debt. 
They held that free coinage 
would make silver equal to gold, a conten­ 
tion which was controverted by Hiscock 
and Frye, but in this phase of the debate 
nothing but old straw was threshed on 
either side.

The same state of affairs ex isted in the 
house in the debate on the shipping sub- 
f ’dy bill. 
The Democrats insisted that 
American shipping could not be restored 
without a decrease in the tariff and ship­ 
ping tax es, tIre Republicans that what had 
smilt up the merchant marine of England 
and France would also build up ours.

The visit ot a tinmber of Boston savants, 
armed with kodaks and ponderous vol­ 
umes on arc tocology, to Dayton, Mass., 
has again directed attention to the famaus 
Writing Rock, a relic which h:is piizx led 
philosophers since the earliest days of 
American habitation. The celebrated Writ­ 
ing Rock is situated on Taunton river, a 
stream associated with many an Indian 
tradition and event of colonial history. 
It is one of the most marked evidences 
that the coast of New England was visited 
by old time mariners long before the com­ 
ing of the Spanish voyagers and the Pil­ 
grims. 
It shares with the skeleton in ar­ 
mor «at Fall River and the old stone tower 
at Newport the interest of students of the 
far distant past. 
The three objects mentioned make it 
nearly certain that America was discov­ 
ered long before the Northmen penetrated 
the more temperate latitudes of the sea. or 
the adventurous sails of Americas Ves­ 
pucci were wafted amid the flower covered 
Island of the Caribbean. 
It is also nearly 
certain that adventurers from the Old 
World made a temporary settlement along 
the coast of Massachusetts l)ef« )re the Pil­ 
grims ever saw the wintry shore of Plym ­ 
outh or bent their knees in worship upon 
taking possession of the, to them, new 
continent. 
THE HOCK. 
The Writing Rock is one of the strongest 
of the evidences in the case. 
Tt is often 
visited by antiquarians, and its inscrip­ 
tions are well preserved. 
It consists of an 
insulated mass of finegrained granite lying 
on the sands of the river a few feet above 
low water mark, but covered with water 
» tea ch flow of the tide. 
It is 11 feet long 
and alx mt 5 high. 
On the water side it 
presents an inclined plane surface, the facu 
of which, 11 feet by 5, seems to have been 
originally covered with inscriptions and 
sculptures. 
The inscriptions are hiero­ 
glyphic in character, and as the rock is 
very hard those that rise above low water 
mark can have undergone but little change 
from the action of t he elements. 
The rock was noticed by the Pilgrims, 
but receive« ! only a little attention from 
historians until 18.‘14, when there was found 
in the neighboring town of Fall Rivera 
most remarkable relic, one that has not 
yet c« *as« 'd to be carefully studied. 
In dig ­ 
ging down a hill a mass of rock fell off 
and disclosed a human skull, which was 
found to Ix dong to a body buried in a sit 
ting posture and enveloped with bark. 
This envelope was removed, and the as 
tonished workmen found that the skeleton 
was incased in brass armor. 
The helmet 
which covered the trunk was thirteen 
inches by six inches and about one-eighth 
inchin thickness. 
It was evidently cast 
In a furnace and bore marks of skilled 
workmanship. 
It was very similar to that 
described by Homer as having been worn 
by Hector in the immortal battle, and siege 
of Troy. 
THE SKELETON IN ABMOIL 
Whnt was mor<* remarkable about the 
armor was that it seemed to have no con­ 
nection with the armorial customs and 
patterns of Northern or Eastern Europe, 
nor with any recent « late. 
Below the 
breastplate, and entirely encircling the 
body, was a belt composed of brass tubes, 
each four and one-half inches long and 
alx mt three-eighths of an inch in diameter, 
arranged 
longitudinally an« l 
« lose to­ 
gether. 
The tubes had been c.ost on hol­ 
low reeds, and were so arranged os to pro­ 
tect the body below the lx *lt and breast­ 
plate 
The contrivance w.as a most in 
genious one, and proved that tin* maker 
must have had a most skilled hand and a 
comprehensive knowledge of the art of 
casting. 
It is the opinion of learned men who 
have ma« le a study of the skeleton in armor 
and other relics which have b« *en found 
near it that it belonged to the crew of 
voyagers which left the inscription on the 
Writing Rock. 
Both the skeleton and the writing on 
the rock are supposed to be of Asiatic or­ 
igin. 
The most careful writers on the 
subject believe the W riting Rock to con­ 
tain a representation of the Pillars of Her­ 
cules (Gibraltar), and tha t the mail clad 
hero was one of a crew of Phrenicinns who 
crossed ihe western main, sailing through 
the Strait of Gibraltar, past the Pillars of 
Hercules, never to return. 
The armor is the same as appears in 
drawings of sculpture found at Palenque, 
Mex ico, which has led to the supposition 
that an Asiatic race transiently settled 
North America, afterward going to Mex ­ 
ico, where it founded those rock walled 
cities in the ex ploring of which such j i s - 
tonishing evidences of Asiatic civilization 
have been found. 


HEADING THE HIF1. « GLYPHICS. 
To this theory the antiquarians who have 
recently visited the rock nubacribe. 
They 
have deciphered t ho hieroglyphics to their 
own satisfaction to read that the writer 
was familiar with the Mediterranean re­ 
gion, and that with his fellows he was « lis- 
couraged and ubundoned on the North 
American coast. 
It is supposed that in the ex odus to 
Mex ico this band was forgotten, and the 
inscriptions are their mute record of the 
lonchomeness and discouragement of the 
situation. 
It is probable tha t the record is 
at least eig ht hundred years old, an« i so 
antedates the Columbus period by four 
centuries. 
'i he Phuudciaos w«:r«.* the most persever­ 
ing of navigators, and their capital was 
once queen of the sea. 
Their history tells 
of bold sailors who pushed out lx *yon« I the 
Pillars of Hercules und found strange 
lands, rugged and rough. 
They may have 
beeu the American continent. 
It is proposed to preserve the r«x.*k by re­ 
moving it if possible to oue of the g n a t 
museums 
There It can be studio« ! more 
scientifically 
and the 
inscriptions de­ 
cipher« *! 
with 
greater Accuracy. 
Who 
knows but that they may, when fully un- 
derafix jd, reveal a tale of early adventure 
and hardship never drenmed of? Those 
hardy mariners may have performed deeds 
of daring of which they were proud enough 
to immortalize In enduring granite, or they 
may have written the direction to some 
wonderful treasure which they had dis­ 
covered 
The latter many believe to la­ 
the true message contained in the hiero­ 
glyphics, and enthusiasts have puzzled 
much over them. 
It is possible tha t mod­ 
ern knowledge may find the actual mes­ 
sage from the mediaeval past.—Cor. Chi- 
cagt Herald
